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TO CAUSE LONG DELAY 


Eleven Members of Council 
Have Announced They Are 
With Mayor and It Is Be- 
lieved Veto Will Be Sus- 
tained.. 


The action of council in calling a 
recall election for January 6, 1916, was 
Vetoed yesterday by Mayor Woodward. 

The mayor acted upon the legal ad- 
vice of six of the Lest known attor- 


neys of the Atlanta bar, and in his 
message to council sets forth his rea- 
gons for vetoing the recall election 
resolution. 

The action of the mayor now leaves 
the holding of the election extremely 
doubtful. It is more than probable 
that the veto of the mayor will be sus- 
tained. If by any chance this should 
fail, the matter will become so involved 
in legal technicalities that only an ap- 
Peal to the courts can settle it. 

Eleven members of council have an- 
mounced that they will sustain the 
mayor's veto. This does not include 
Alderman James W. Maddox, who voted 
for the recall at the last meeting of 
council, but who stated Thursday that 
he would vote to sustain the mayor. 

It requires a two-thirds vote to over- 
ride the mayor’s veto, and the num- 
ber, therefore, necessary will be 20. 
With 12 votes to sustain the mayor, 
the opposition would have only 17 
votes. One vote of the 30 ig that of 
the mayor pro tem., who votes only 
11. case of a tie.

‘veto of the mayor. To this a substi- 
tite may be offered to lay the veto 
on the table on the ground that the 
mayor had no legal right to use the 
veta,power. If this is done, then coun- 
cll, if a majority so votes, can put the 
whole matter up to the clerk. 

The city clerk states that he is the 
clerk of council and will do what coun- 
cil directs. 

This would involve a legal situation 
which, an appeal to the courts could 
only settle, and this will consume sev- 
eral months. 

There is no doubt about the mayor’s 
veto being sustained if it comes to a 
vote on that issue. A vote to ignore 
the veto may be close, with a proba- 
bility mat such a motion will be lost, 
for on the vote at the last meeting of 
council to set the election for Janu- 
ary 6, 1916, there was a tie and Mayor 
Pro Tem. Ragsdale voted with the anti- 
réecallers. The mayor pro tem. stated 
Thursday that he was now against the 
recall election, and that will place him 
with those who vote to sustain the 
mayor. 

Statement From Recall Headquarters. 

The following statement was given 
out last, night from the recall cam- 
weign headquarters by Chairman Hen- 
ry Y. McCord: 

„We understand that the mayor has 
vetoed the recall election resolution by 
council.” All we have to say is that 
the law is so plain and so simple that 
it does not take any lawyer to interpret 
it. The mayor has nothing to do with 
calling a recall election, as the law 
plainly leaves it entirely with the coun- 
‘cll. The mayor has acted beyond his 
authority in trying to veto his own 
recall.”

Washington, December 16.—Presi- 
dent Wilson's marriage license was is- 
sued today at the local municipal bu- 
reau. It disclosed for the first time 
that the ceremony Saturday night will 
be performed by a clergyman of Mrs. 
Galt’s faith, the Rev. Herbert Scott 
Smith, rector of St. Margaret's Episco- 
pal church. The president himself is 
a Presbyterian and an elder in his 


church. 

The license was issued to Chief 
Usher Hoover, of the white house staff, 
who went to the bureau, made out the 
necessary forms and paid the regular 
fee. Afterward he delivered the docu- 
ment to the president. In the applica- 
tion the president’s age was given as 
59 years and Mrs. Galt's as 13. 

The wedding ceremony will be per- 
formed at Mrs. Galt's home Saturday 
night, probably about 9 o'clock, al- 
though the hour has not been an- 
nounced, in keeping with the desire of 
the couple to have the affair strictly a 
private one. Tt has not been disclosed 
where the bride and groom will go on 
their honeymoon journey or when they 
will leave the capital. 

All their plans have been carefully 
made to avoid publicity. The genera 
impression among friends, however, is 
that the honeymoon will be spent some- 
where in the south. Pass Christian, 
Miss., where the president has spent 
some of his vacation time, has been 
among the places mentioned. 

It seems to be settled that the wed- 
ding journey will not be made on the 
presidential yacht Mayflower, as was 
once contemplated. It was decided that 
such a trip would entail a cold sea voy- 
age of at least two days before the 
Ship would get into pleasant weather 
south. The officers: and crew of the 
yacht, who had been refused short 
leave for Christmas time, now have 
been given liberty. : 

Probably no one outside the immedi- 
ate members of the wedding party 
knows much about any of the arrange- 
ments for the bride’s troussau or the 
gifts she has received. No formal an- 
nouncement of the latter is expected, 
but somethling about them may be 
made known informally after the wed- 
ding. It is known that while there 
has been no organized sending of gifts 
by gongress, government officials or 
the diplomatic corps, individuals in all 
the sets in the capital. have sent pres- wo. 
éfits. Many of them are said to be 
rare and beautiful. The presents have 
come not only from officials and per- 
sonal friends of the president and Mrs. 
Galt, but also from persons unknown 
to either of them in this country and 
abroad. Many have come from chil- 
dren. 

The list of guests has not been en- 
larged, and, as was at first planned, 
will include only the immediate rela- 
tives of the president and Mrs. Galt. 
So far as is known the invitations 
have not even gone far eneugh out- 
side the family circle to include the 
president’s close and intimate friend, 
Colonel E. M. House, of New York. 
It is said also that the president will 
be unattended by a best man.

A plea from mothers whose children 
are students of the Davis Street school 
was presented for a new building on 
the site of the present dilapidated 
structure, and interest was added to 
the appeal by the appearance of six 
of the students of the school, whose 
ages range from 6 to 15 years, who 
urged that they be given better facili- 
ties for the pursuit of learning. 

Immediately following the submis- 
sion of the annual report of the su- 
perintendent, in which complimentary 
reference was made to the medical di- 
rector, Dr. W. N. Adkins, James L. Key 
asked to be allowed to indorse the 
views expressed by Superintendent 
Landrum, with the statement that “the 
medical director has been unjustly 
rawhided and criticised by persons 
who are not informed as to jthe need 
for medical examinations made by the 
proper authorities.”

Mayerhoffer and Mrs. Com- 
stock were hurled clear of the wreck- 
age, and rescue parttes within 5 min- 
utes had brought both to shore. Mrs. 
Comstock, however, was dead.

London, December 16.— By agree- 
ment between Bulgaria and Greece a 
neutral zone extending two kilometres 
‘on each side of the Greek frontier has 
been arranged. The zone was. estab- 
lished at the instance of Bulgaria, 
which an official communication from 
Sofia says desires to avoid any pos- 
sibility of accidents between Bulgarian 
advance posts and Greek frontier 
guards. 

Although the Bulgarians have halt- 
ed to the north of the Greek boundary 
and have made no attempt to follow 
the British and French forces falling 
back on Saloniki, ¢here is a possibility 
that the operations against the entente 
allies may not long be deferred, Un- 
official advices say that 60,000 Ger- 
mans are now at Gievgelil, near the 
Greek border, and that others are ap- 
proaching. 


ALLIES DETERMINED 
TO HOLD SͤALONIKI. 


France and Great Britain, however, 
continue to land additional forces of 
men and arms and ammunition at Sa- 
loniki and a Saloniki dispatch quotes 
a high officer there as saying that the 
entente allies will not quit Saloniki 
until peace is signed. 

Meanwhile the Austro-Hungarians 
and Bulgarians continue to push fur- 
the 
Albanian. frontier. To the west of 
Ipek, in Montenégro, they are declared 
by Vienna to have forced the Monte- 
negrins to retreat toward Plava and 
Gusinje, which lie in the direction of 
the north Albanian frontier. The 
capture of heights north of Bjelopolje 
and of ground half-way between Raza} 
and Berane is also reported by. Vienna. 


BUT LITTLE FIGHTING 
ON. OTHER FRONTS. 


Again from the French front come 
only reports of artillery and mining 
operations. On the Russian front 
scarcely any fighting is taking place. 
Bombardments, interspersed here and 
there with infantry attacks, are in 
progress along the Austro-Italian line 
with no appreciable changes in the po- 
sitions of either side. 

The heavy artillery of the allied 
troops on the Gallipoli peninsula is 
bombarding across the Dardanelles the 
Turkish batteries in Asia. The Turks 
at Kut-El-Amara, in Mesopotamia, 
have not resumed their attacks against | 
the British since their recent defeat“ 
in which the British General Townsend 
estimates they lost fully 1,000 men. 


GREEK FRONTIER 
IS NEUTRAL ZONE. 


Sofia, December 16.— (Via London.) 
A neutral zone extending two kilome- 
ters on each side of the frontier has 
been agreed upon between Greece and 
Bulgaria, according to an official an- 
nouncement made here today. The 
official announcement says: ; 

“Bulgari armies, by the capture of 
Monastir and Resna, having approached 
the Greek frontiers, the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment, wishing to avoid any possi- 
bility of accidents’ between advanced 
posts and Greek frontier guards, pro- 
posed tothe Greek government that a 
neutral zone be formed by the retreat 
of the troops on each side two kilo- 
meters from the frontier. 

“Greece replied, accepting, and. the 
war ‘minister ordered the Greek au- 
thorities to co-operate with Bulgarian 
soldiers for the formation of the neu- 
tral zone.”

BOY-ED DENIES THEFT

The American minister to Switzer- 
land, Pleasant A. Stovall, with a party 
of Americans, occupied seats in. the 
diplomatic gallery. The ceremony was 
a brief one, resembling a joint session 
of the American congress to count the 
electogal vote for president of the 
United States. 

M. de Coppet comes from a French 
canton. His predecessor, Dr. Giuseppe 
Motta, came from an Italian canton, 
while Dr. Motta’s predecessor was from 
a German canton, thus making a steady 
succession of presidents from the 
French, Italian and German elements 
in the community. 

After his election M. de Coppet re- 
ceived the Associated Press representa- 
tive in his present office of secretary 
of war, which he holds in conjunction 
with that of vice president of the re- 
public. He expressed satisfaction with 
the result of the election and Peferred 
to the simplicity of Swiss elections as 
compared with the extensive prepara- 
tions for the campaign for the election 
of executives in the United States. 

“The interests of the United States 
and Switzerland,” said M. de Coppet, 

“are much the same. We both belong 
to republics with the same ideas and 
aspirations, the same form of govern- 
ment and just now the same interna- 
tional policy of remaining strictly neu- 
tral in the present war. 

“However, America views the con- 
flict from a distance, whereas our geo- 
graphical position makes neutrality a 
very serious question with the fighting 
elements all around us—Austria on the 
east, Germany on the north, France on 
the west and Italy on the south; a com- 
plete circle of belligerent frontiers.”

Columbus, Ga., December 16.—(Spe- 
| cial.) —Declaring that the “crying need 
of Columbus was sanitar> sewers,” and 
noting decreases in all contagious dis- 
eases, Health Officer Dr. J. T. Mon- 
erief today filed his annual report with 
the clerk of city council, 

The health officer stated that perfect 
health conditions could not be secured 
in Columbus with the present system of 
sewers, and called on the board of al- 
dermen and the mayor to bring about 
the necessary legisiation to provide a 
modern system of sanitary sewers. 

The report revealed ony two cases 
of smallpox during the year, and three 
typhoid fever cases, while sarlet fever, 
tuberculosis, etc.,all showed decreases 
over last year and the year before. 

The report also contained a warning 
to the physicians of the city that they 
had been negligent in their filing of the 
birth reports, stating that fully 70 per 
cent of the births had not been filed. 
The government report on the drinking 
water wasalso commented on, by the 
health officer, stating that it had been 
declared perfect by both government 
and state officials. 

The report revealed an exceptionally 
good health condition in the city, the 
physician, stating that the only draw- 
back was the sewers, and that with the 
new system he believed that following 
the treatment given mosquito breeding 
places, and the preventative metheds 
used in other lines, that the city could 
be made one of the most healthful in 
the entire country. 

The fact that the death rate revealed 
a decrease this yéar of forty-seven over 
last year, the total being only 351, in a 
city of 25,000 speaks well for the health 
of the community.

GEORGIA’S GOOD ROADS. 


Georgia now has approximately 100,000 
miles of public roads, or to be more exact, 
according to the report of State Geologist 
S. W. McCalite, just issued, 99,606 miles at 
the close of the year 1914. There is every 
probability that within the twelve months 
now drawing to a close the total mileage 
has gone beyond the hundred thousand 
mark. 5 

These include 11.923 miles of sand clay 
and top soil roads, 321 miles of macadam, 
1.173 miles of chert and gravel roads, and 
with a few others surfaced with various 
materials, an approximate total mileage of 
13,500 miles of graded and surfaced road, 
capable of serving the public under any aité 
all weather conditions. In addition to the 
foregoing, there are 38,268 miles of roads in 
Georgia surfaced with earth adaptable to 
withstanding weather conditions, and which 
are giving splendid service, except in the 
worst of weather. 

It is thus apparent that more than half 
of the road mileage of Georgia has already 
been substantially improved and made 


to say that another eight years, and per 
haps even less time, will more than double 
the progress made in the eight-year period 
now closing.

Opinion of Alex C. King. 


With the above letter was the following 
from Attorney King: 
Hon. J. G. Woodward, Mayor of Atlanta: 

Dear Sir—Your request that I advise you 
whether the resolution of the general coun- 
cil calling the recall election for January 
5. 1916, is, in my opinion, one which you 
would be required to approve or veto under 
section 61 of the charter of the city of 
Atlanta, and whether the fact that you are 


under such resolution, either prevents or 
relieves you from acting as mayor on such 
resolution, has had my best consideration. 

I take up the last question first. 

I with the position taken by Messrs. 
Brandon, Hopkins, Arnold, Powell and 
Howell that the fact that you are affected 
thereby does not relieve you from the duty 
of approving or vetoing this resolution of 
the general council, if it is one which you 
should act on were you not affected by it. 

In addition to the general authorities 
cited to the effect that the fact that an ex- 
ecutive may be affected in his office by a 
law does not disqualify or relieve him from 
acting on it, if such action is otherwise 
made his duty. I think this act shows on 
its face that no disqualification is created, 
because the party acting may be recalied 
thereby. . 

The law under which the general council 
provides for this recall election makes the 
council itself subject to recall. If the re- 
call of the entire general council were pe- 
titioned for by the necessary per cent of 
voters, it would be the duty of that general 
council to hold a meeting, and; by regular 
action in meeting, vote on, and provide for, 
such election. No provision is made dis- 
qualifying any of them, or providing for an 
eléction without their action, hence the leg- 
islature has said that no such disqualifica- 
tion exists as to the general council.

Asphyxiating Bombs 
Dropped in Air Raid 
Have Terrorized Venice 


Venice, December 2.—(Corespond- 
ence of the Associated Press.) — The 
use of asphyxiating gas in the bombs 
dropped on Venice has added a new 
terror to these aerial raids. 0 

The air raid on November 18 was not 
made known at the time, even Rome 
and other cities not knowing that it 
had occurred, as the military authori- 
ties throw a rigid cordon ef silence 
around the city. 

The raid occurred near the arsenal, 
which is the chief point of attack. 
None of the bombs, however, fell inside 
the arsenaf grounds. But outside there 
is an extensive quarter occupied by 
the poorer people, with narrow streets 
and low houses. It was in this section 
that the bombs fell, spreading the ef- 
fect of their fumes. Only one death 
occurred, but a great number of poor 
people suffered from the paralyzing 
effect of the gases. 

The effect is described as singularly 
lasting upon the organs affected and 
on the vitality of the people stricken. 
Some of the patients remain in a semi- 
conscious state for four and five days, 
the face taking on a greenish pallor. 
The recovery is very slow, the gases 
appearing to carry poison to the whole 
system. The widespread effect of a 
gas bomb has terrified the poorer peo- 
ple, and they flee to places of refuge 
whenever the rumor circulates that 
the aircraft are coming. 

In the three raids made thus far the 
first two were with explosive shrapnel 
bombs and the last with the asphyxiat- 
ing bombs. None of these raids has 
reached the main points sought—the 
arsenal and the railway station—but 
they have caused damage at nearby 
points.

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Baseball Peace Plans Toda 


* 


Future Status of Federal Players Contingency That Must 
Be Considered Before Peace Can Be Predicted—Na- 
tional and Federal Magnates Have Reached an Under- 


standing—Rumors of Trades. 


New York, December 16.—Watchful 

waiting characterized the actions of the 
National league magnates here today. 
With the possibility of peace between 
organized and independent interests 
but 24 hours away the senior league 
club owners passed the time with in- 
formal conferences and perfunctory du- 
ties until the American League peace 
committee could reach here from Chi- 
cago. ’ 
While the American league and the 
minor associations announced the per- 
sonnel of their committees for the 
peace conference, neither the National 
league nor the Federal league had se- 
lected their representatives late this 
evening. , | 

President Tener, of the Nationa 
league, stated that his organization 
wouid go into session at 10:30 o’clock 
tomorrow morning; at which time ei- 
ther a committee or the league as a 
whole would be delegated to attend 


the conference. 


Edward Barrow, president of the In- 
ternational league, and John H. Farrell, 
secretary of the National Association of 
Minor leagues, will represent the lat- 
ter organizations at a meeting to be 
held early tomiorrow afternoon. e 


Doubt of Outcome. 


While there was much talk regarding 
the possible outcome of the peace con- 
ference, none of the magnates of ei- 
ther organized or independent inter- 
ests would predict the ultimate out- 
come of the conference, A prominent 
National league official said that if the 
various committees were empowered to 
proceed to a peace settlement the con- 
ference would last for several days at 
least. If, on the other hand, the com- 
mittees must first report back to their 
respective organizations for final in- 
structions the meeting tomorrow would 
be adjourned after the proposals had 
been discussed at a date which would 
be convenient for a ratifying confer- 

0. 

One of the doubtful contingencies is 
the future status of the Federal league 
players. Harry F. Sinclair, one of the 
financial powers of the independents, 
reiterated today the positive state- 
ment that every player under contract 
by the Federals must be taken care of 
before peace could become a reality. 
President Tener said also that he was 
in favor of restoring all contract jump- 
ers from organized ranks to good 
standing, and by inference made it ap- 
—.— that such an understanding had 

en reached between the National and 
Federal league officials. He said: 

J have always believed and I now 
believe that no ball player should be 
punished unless he has made himself 
morally unfit or a real detriment to 
ball playing. I, for one, certainly will 
not vote ‘to punish a contract-breaker 
just because peace is to be established. 
It would be well for those judging him 
to think of the conditions and the 
temptations. Some of us can remember

National Favors Peace. 


The National league executive fur- 
ther said that every step toward peace 
with the Federal league had been care- 
fully thought out by himself and his 
associates, and he expected no further 
difficulties in the negotiations so far 
as his league and the Sac og eT in- 
terests were concerned. e National 
league had been for peace for a long 
time, he stated, and all the details had 
been worked out before public an- 
nouncement was made of the probabil- 
ity of a harmonious settlement of the 
baseball strife. All that remained was 
for the American league to acquiesce 
and enter into the agreement. 

That the National and Federal league 
imagnates had arrived at an understand- 
ing, was evident from the manner in 
which they fraternized during the 
day. Mr. Sinclair was in frequent 
conference with Garry Herrmann, 
chairman of the national commis- 
sion; James E. Gaffney, presi- 
dent of the Boston Nationals, and W. F. 
Baker, owner of the Philadelphia Na- 
tionals. President James A. Gilmore, 
of the Federal league, was not in evi- 
dence in the hotel where the National 
league magnates gathered, but from 
nearby quarters kept in touch with the 
situation. He refused to comment fur- 
ther upon the peace possibilities, stat- 
ing that he was through talking and 
was waiting to hear from the other 
side. 

Rumors were more frequently heard 
than facts, and the various club own- 
ers were kept busy denying reports of 
trades and other deals incidental to 
beace. Sinclair stated positively that 

e had made no effort to buy any major 
league club at this time, and that he 
was not preparing to dispose of his real 
estate holdings and franchise in the 
Newark Federal league club. All major 
and minor league deals for players, 
either by trade or purchase, were held 
up pending the coming conference, 
since none of the owners or managers 
knew what conditions would prevail 
after peace is reached, providing that 
result is accomplished. 


Players’ Fraternity. 


President David L. Fultz, of the Play- 
ers’ fraternity, injected that organiza- 
tion into the situation with a state- 
ment that the rights of the baseball 
players must be respected in the read- 
justment. At present the players are 
doing more worrying apparently than 
the club owners, and several expressed 
the opinion today that their future was 
not being given the consideration it 
should be by the magnates in the pro- 
posed reorganization plans for profes- 
sional baseball. 

. Other major and minor league action 
was of routine character. During the 
short National league meeting the fram- 
ing of a schedule for next season was 
entrusted to President Dreyfus, of 
Pittsburg, and Presidents Herrmann, 
Baker and Britton wereappointed as a

cal methods of improvement. 

F. C. Schwedtman, of the foreign 
trade department of a national bank 
in New York, which deals with Latin- 
American countries, ani Dr. J. W. 
Jenks, professor of government at New 
York university, stressed the need for 
special ‘commercial and geographical 
education for young American busi- 
ness men, both in d estic and for- 
trade. The speakers outlined 
methods now being adopted by col- 
leges and large business houses to 


train men to solicit businesg in Latin- 


America. 
Germany Secured Trade. 

“Germany has been successful in get- 
ting Latin-American trade,” Dr. Jenks 
declared, “because salesmen are edu- 
cated to be specialists. England's rep- 
resentatives have been successful be- 
cause of their experience, and America 


must train its men to meet their rivals,”. 


When the present European war is 
ended both England and Germany 
again will seek the Latin-American 
business, he declared. 

E. N. Hurley, member of the federal 
trade commission, urged that the Unit- 
ed States mobilize her forces” and 
enter the Latin-American field “in ear- 
nest“ at the present time before the 
fierce competition,” which will come 
at the close of the war not only in for- 
eign, but in domestic trade.” 

Mr.. Hurley also urged that Ameri- 
can. manufacturers seeking Latin- 


American business “try more earnestly 


to meet the requirements’ of that mar- 
Kket.“ * 

P. P. Claxton, United States commis- 
sioner of education, who, with 
Schwedtman, Dr. Jenks and Commis- 
sioner Hurley, made addresses at the 
afternoon session, spoke on “Govern- 
ment and Education.”

Au existing agreement, bearing date 

of February 24, 1913, 33 an al- 

lowance for the support of Mrs. Brooks 


would | Demand Loans 3 


nion men would be necessary to defend 


Asiatic Attack. 


Washington, December 16. Senator 
Works. of California, told the senate 
today that a standing army of one mil- 


the United States against possible in- 
vasions, and declared that the Pacific 
coast was completely at the mercy of 
Asiatic attack. ‘ 

Senator Works spoke on the subject 
of national defense, but particularly to 
propose as a part of the scheme of pre- 
paredness, the ‘creation of a mobile 
land force and military reserve of 200,- 
000 men at the cost of $50,000,000 a 
year for ten years. 

The proposed enlisted men in civil 
and military reserve would be settled, 
according to the Works’ bill, with their 
families in comfortable 5-acre tracts 
provided by the government, suppie- 
menting ten months of productive work 
at reforestation, irrigation and flood 
prevention with two months of military 
training each year. They would be 
soldier-settlers, under the control of 
the secretary of interior in time of 
peace and subject to orders of the war 
department in time of war. 


CHINA IS AFRAID 
THAT SHE MAY BE 
EMBROILED IN WAR 


Pekin, November 19.—(Correaspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—China 
is much disturbed by the rumors of 
serious wprisings in India: All tele- 
grams concerning the Indian troubles 
intimate that the disturbance is the 
result of German activities made pos- 
sible through the, smuggling of arms 
from China. 

English newspapers charge the Chi- 
nese officials with negligence in not 
preventing Germans from exporting 
arms and ammunition, and intimate 
that the Chinese are entirely too 
friendly with German agents. 

Dispatches from Russia indicate that 
the Russian officials feel that the ac- 
tivities of the German agents in China 
should be checked, and the suggestion 
that the allies seize German conces- 
sions in China have been very discon- 
certing to the Chinese. Wherever they 
turn Chinese officials are met with 
velled threats. Europeans on both 
sides of the war constantly remind the 
Chinese of what will happen if they
